A story is told of a dear 


good boy who was abused by 
his older brothers because of 


his piety and love for God. 
These oider brothers watcb- 
ed for an opportunity to take 
advantage of him and get rid 
of him. This opportunity 
finally came and he was 
thrown into a pit in the wil- 
derness. This was not enough 
so he was sold asa_ slave. 
While in slavery he was ac- 
cused of some vile deed of 
which he was not guilty and 
put in prison for punishment. 
Did this boy backslide be- 
cause his older brothers tor- 
mented and mocked him? 
No, indeed. He remained 
as firm asa rock. Did he 
backslide while in slavery 
and in prison? No sir, he 
was just as true to God when 
he came out ashe was the 
day his father Jacob sent him 
onan errand to his older 
brothers who threw him in 
the pit, and sold him into 
slavery for twenty prices of 
silver. 


If you will study the life 
of Joseph from the beginning 
to the end I’m sure it will 
make you, many of you, feel 
ashamed because you have 
complained that yours was a 
hard life, and that you could 
not live right because your 
brothers or sisters persecuted 
you or abused you, and that 
you had to work among so 
many ungodly folks in your 
daily avocations to earn an 
honest living. The life of 
Joseph has put to shame a 
many a person. 


See how God gave him 
the privilege of blessing the 
very brothers that sold him. 
See how he excused them 
and told them that God 
meant it all for good and for 
them not to worry any more 
over the way they had treat- 
ed him. You can readily see 
that he did not backslide be- 
cause of the evil influences 
around him, and he was just 
aboy and grew up to bea 
man like others. 


Consecration to God and 
the service necessary to earn 
an honest living go hand in 
hand. All the way through 
the Bible it shows. the two- 
fold life of consecration and 
toil. Work for your living 
and serve God at the same 
time. 


Paul, in his epistle to the 
Thessalonians describes some 
characters that had evidently 
decided that they should not 
work any more and he calls 
then “busy bodies” and 
shows that they were “dis- 
orderly,” and gave the com- 














mand that they should yo 4o 
“work and eat their own 
bread.” 

He went on to say that if 
they would not obey his com- 
mand and do this that they 
were not worthy of the com- 
pany of those that did work 
and served the Lord at the 
same time. 


A little while ago I heard 
of a little bunch of so-called 
pentecostal people who had 
gathered themselves together 
to wait and pray and con- 
secrate themselves and in 
this way prepare themselves 
for the coming of thd Lord. 
They decided they should 
not work any more, but wait 
for His coming. While we 
admit that there should be 
seasons of such meetings and 
that people should occasion- 
ally lay aside their work if 
possible and enjoy special 
seasons of spiritual feastings, 
yet to quit work altogether 
and eat the bread of others 
for which they have not 
toiled is certainly unscriptur- 
al. God’s people are the 
most industrious people on 
the globe. They labor and 
toil early and late that they 
may get a little ahead so they 
can go and carry the message 
or do some favors for others. 


In his description of the 
bride, Solomon describes her 
as being sunburnt and worn 
with toil. He shows how the 
Lord is watching her from 
his palace when she is not 
aware of it. There he sees 
her toiling in the vineyard 
after day, but her service is 
not a selfish service tor he 
shows that her own vineyard 
she has not kept, but she was 
toiling for others. When the 
time comes to slect His bride 
Jesus will choose those who 
are the busiest in toiling for 
others either in manual labor 
or in ministering grace to the 
hearers. 


When you engage in any 





kind of business or labor you 
should take the Lord with 
you as a partner, and when 
you do this you you will al- 
ways find that your spiritual- 
ity will not decrease because 
you are in company with un- 
godly people. Honest toil 
should not hinder spirital pro- 
gress. And if you are fully 
consecrated to God and take 
Him into your labors you will 
grow in grace while you toil 
for your support. 


A friend of mine once said 
to me, “I’m farming for the 
Lord.” And he proved it 





and the Lord wonderfully 
prospered him. He was just 
as sincere as the preacher in 
the pulpit. He was toiling to 
support himself and family, 
but his main object was to 
acquire money to use to 
spread the gospel. 

I feel safe in saying that 
when one does not mak spir- 
itual progress while engaged 
in honest toil for support, it 
is largely because of selfish- 
ness and a lack of consecra- : 
tion to God. If you will give 
ten cents of every dollar you 
earn to the Lord, and a free 
will offering besides, and be 
faithful in attending Sunday 
school and the other services 
as much as possible and do 
your duty all the time I am 
sure your soul will prosper 
and God will wonderfully 
bless you in all your ways.
